THE UNIVERSITY RACE. 
INITIATORY LABORS. 
Special Dispatch to I'he Chicago Trioune, 

Sanatrooa, N. I., July 14.—The University 
race to-day lasted 16 minutes and 353, seconds, 
aod for the achievements of that short period, 
seventy-eight men have, during six months, 
labored constantly, and denied themselves the 
pleasures and even the comforts of life. To 
witness the events of the last three minutes, 
thousands came hundreds of miles, and spent 
days and days away from their regular pursuits, 
and yet none will say it was not worthit. They 
saw the finest race ever rowed on this 
continent, and perhaps anywhere in the world, 
and that, too, without tedious delays and 
exhausting personal comforts. Cornell proved 
herself worthy the high estimation in which she 
was held, and by 

SHEER HARD WORK, PLUCK, AND SKILL 

beat. all her opponents. Columbia, whose 
friends were numerous, won the second place, 
and, in the eyes of ber enthusiastic admirers, 
New York’s oldest college fairly divided the 
honors with her youngest. But Harvard was 
not two seconds behind, and so cordial was the 
fnendship between the two foremost crews and 
the wearers of the magenta that they were 
heartily welcomed to a share in their tri- 
umph. Then, too, every one seemed glad 
that Dartmouth, which has so pluck- 
ily sent its best men, year after year, should 
have got so near the head, and beaten older and 
larger colleges. The other surprises of the race, 
excepting, of course, Yale’s position, were but 
few. Brown led Amherst and Williams, and the 
time of all three was fully as good as could be 
expected of them. 

The arrangements for getting to the lake were 
allthat could be desired, and really there was 
nothing to detmcet from the success of the great- 
est inter-collegiate regatta ever rowed. 

TO AND FROM THE LAKE. 

The morning hour at which the race was to be 
called necessitated an early race and breakfast at 
the hotels. The sky was overcast and somewhat 
threatened rain at first, but it had apparently no 
effect upon the crowds which had come to see 
the race. The broad avenue whith is the cen- 
tral street of the town was packed full of teams 
fram above the United States Hotel to far down 
beyond Congress Hall. There were hundreds of 
private teams, but, of course, by far the greater 
numberof persons were accommodated by omni- 
bus and express-wagons, or more un- 
pretentious vehicles. The country for 75 
miles around sent in it excursion barges, and a 
number of heavy four°horse teams came up 
from New York City. The conveyance averaged 


much more comfortable and better than a car. : 


Most of them really had springs, and were 
painted, though I saw 
ONE WHITE PINE WAGON 
without, which contained an aristocratic and 
happy family. Everybody was anxions to get to 
the lake, and a person lost no social standing by 
riding in the most dilapidated or poorest vehicle. 
But there was ample accommodation for 
all. Many people, desiring to avoid the jam, 
started early, the first teams probably leaving 
before 8 o'clock. Thus was the crowd in the 
hotels gradually diminished so that when, 
between 9and 10, the grand rush began, there 
was plenty of room for them. The heavy 
shower of yesterday afternoon was one of the 
great blessings with which Nature has recog- 
nized the importance of regatta week, for it wet 
the road completely, so that throughout the en- 
tire day not the slightest inconvenience was ex- 
perienced from it. The ride, therefore, to the 
lake was very pleasant. The air wae fresh, the 
thick clouds obscured the sun, the rapidly 
movieg teams in each direction and before 
and behind as far as the eye could reach, fur- 
nished plenty of material for view and excite- 
ment. There were no blocks, and no trouble in 
getting the boats, for people were reasonable, 
and hundreds were willing to remain seated 
quietly on the grand stand for two hours after the 
race, and take the conveyances on the second 
trip. There were, when fairly started, three 
continuous lines of teams reaching from the lake 
to the town, and pretty near a line returning. 
The police arrangements were excellent, the 
teams being kept in line and moving. 
IT WAS A NOISY CROWD 

that filled them; every thira one almost was 
filled by coliege-men, who shouted and cheered 
everywhere for Cornell. The van of the long 
procession spread the news of the result as it 
passed along, and many of the houses, from the 
outskirts of the town up to the hotel, were 
trimmed more or less with Cornell's colors. 

There were no serious accidents on the road, 
notwithstanding the rush of teams. No person 
was injured, but several carriages were broken 
down, and three dead borses lying at the side of

much credit for the provision which it made for 
transportation. Licenses were granted by it, 
the town having conferred the power upon it 
free of charge, and its agents had the power to 
revoke them when any of the agreements signed 
by license-holders were violated. The charge 
for passage to the lake was 50 cents, and there 
was no lack of accommodation. 
THE BRACE. 

The little steamer provided for’ the use of 
the reporters left the head of the lake 
somewhat after 10, and steamed away 
up to the startng point of the 
race. The wind had been blowing pretty 
freshly by this time, and the surface of the lake 
was considerably ruffied, so much so that it was 
seriously thought that postponement would be 
necessary. The gun to make ready, however, 
sounded promptly at 10:30, a half. hour before 
the time of starting, and, as the steamer drew 
near Snake Hill, the crews could be seen 
bustiing about their quarters, launching their 
boats, and starting out from the sbore amid 
farewell words of encouragemént of their 
friends. Quickly the waters about the start- 
ing was alive with sbells floating about 
to obtain positions, Bowdoin was frst 
in line, Union second, end Cornell 
third, the last named having taken a 
little spin down the course just to limber the 
men up a littie, which was indeed generally no- 
ticed and remarked upon by those upon the 
steamer. Brown, Williams, Harvard, Princeton, 
Hamilton, Amherst, Wesleyan, Columbia, Yale, 
and Dartmouth appeared in that order ready. 
Tbe start was from anchored boats, to which the 
rudders of the shells were held, The water was 
still little ruffied, though by no means choppy. 
The boats were summoned by the referee, 
and a consultation had, when it was 
decided that the prospects were in favor 
of Almost perfectly quiet water in «a 
little while, and so it was decided to wait. The 
shells went back to their positions again, and 
the men sat in the sweltering hot sun for fully 
half an hour before the signal to be ready was 
given. They were to be started by the word 
„Go.“ 

THERE WAS CONSIDERABLE JOCKEYING, 
and at the first time word was given an even 
send-off was not obtained, and three sharp 
whistles from the referee’s bost brought the 
eager crews to a rest, and again they backed up 
to the stake-boats. 

No time was wasted by the starter, and the 
moment thefboats were fairly in line in the order 
arranged so long ago, be shouted Are you 
ready? Go.” The long rows of oars caught the 
water almost simultaneously, Brown, however, a 
little tardy, and away they dashed with all the 
hurry and splash caused by the excitement of 
the moment. They soon settled steadily to 
their work, however, and quickly began to show 
ofwhat material they were made. Williams, 
Corneil, Columbia, Dartmouth, Yale, Hamilton, 
and Harvard kept well together for the first 
quarter, Bowdoin and Brown a little 
behind and side by side, Wesleyan and 
Princeton next, also together, and Union 
an open length behind. Slowly but surely 
Williams, Cornell, Harvard, and Columbia drew 
out of the crowd before they reached the half. 
Dartmouth kept well forward after them, and 
Amherst, Brown, Yale, and Princeton kept along 
pretty evenly. At the flags which marked the 
five-eighths of a mile, Williams and Corneil 
were apparently prow apd prow, and 

LAYING TO THEIR OARS BEAUTIFULLY 
Harvard aiso seemed to be nearly even with 
these two crews, Yale a little behind, pulling 
their slow, steady stroke. Harvard's boat was a 
iittle shaky, but strong, lusty strokes sent 
it rapidly through the water. Hamilton had 
dropped considerably in the rear at the end of 
the first mile. Cornell entered upon the second 
mile as fresh as upon the first, and at the end 
of the mile and a half had left several boat- 
lengths of open water between her stern and 
Williams’ prow. Harvard appeared to have lost 
something, ss well as Williams, while Yale still 
pulled steadily a stern row two or three lengths 
behind Harvard and about even with Dart- 
mouth. Columbia now drew abreast, and at the 
mile and seven-eighths appeared on a line with 
Harvard, Cornell being yet unapproached. 

HARVARD, DARTMOUTH, AND COLUMBIA 
had a good race from this point to the 2-mile 
flags, where Columbia was distinctly the second 
boat. Yale then quickened its stroke a little 
for the first time,and on the next quarter 
visibly gained on Harvard, even lapped her, 
Corneil was now upon the last three-quarters, 
and the exciting and decisive period of the race 
began. Cornell had a lead of six lengths over 
Columbia, ten over Harvard, Williams, - Dart- 
mouth, and Tale. and wind and pluck enough 
to spurt ; and gradually they all drew ahead of 
Yale. On the next quarter, Harvard apd 
Dartmouth gained two or three lengths over 
Yale, and now Harvard drew away from Dart- 
mouth, and almost lapped Columbia. Cornell, 
having a good lead, nevertheless quickened their 
stroke, and would not yieldaninch. The Dart- 
mouth boys pulled with tremendous power, 
keeping well after Harvard. 

THE FINISHING HALF-MILE 

of the race was no doubt the fastest ever pulled 
by a college crew, for rarely have three—yea, 
four—such good teams closed a contest under 
such a pressure of excitement as must have 
been felt by the oarsmen. The cheering from 
the grand stand was tremendous, and 
the crews heard it a mile away. 
Cornell at the 24¢-mile line flags had made it 
certain that the College Navy would carry 
home the ’Varsity colors, and was rowing, with 
the coolness of professionals, its previously-de 
scribed stroke, lifting the shell with every swing. 
Harvard was in too long arace. The men had 
tired, and their distress was plain, as they rowed 
raggedly and with less effort than in the previous 
half. Only by degrees did the crimson fade, for 
the men held pluckily on to the last inch of 
their stroke - with the last pound of their strength. 
Dartmouth, which had all along rowed the 
race of giants, failed only in the manner of ex- 
ercising their physical power, and the fear of 
Cornell's friends was that their gritty, snapping, 
plunging stroke, under the quick action of 
tawny meg, would be too much for Cornell. It 
did tell rapidly in the last eighth, and carried 
the big feliows close upon Harvard's line, keep- 
ing Yale at a respectful distance, though the 
latter was spurting to close up. There was not 
distance enough left for Dartmouth to beat 
Harvard, but they sought to do 80 
with a dogged spirit till they got 
by the line even. Ail this time 
Columbia had a lead on Harvard, having stolen 
it on a spurt just after the half, and was slightly 
drawing on Cornell; but the latter was ap excel- 
lent crew for a final struggle, and had nearly 
fifteen seconds lead at the last line of buoys; 
consequently, it nad nothing to fear, and, as the 
result shows, took the race with all of ten sec- 
onds to spare. 

THE RACE BETWEEN HARVARD AND COLUMBIA 
over the last few lengths was truly magnificent, 
for both crews were most evenly matched, and 
Columbia won by only a second and a half. Nor 
was this the only exciting contest. Dartmouth was 
a length ahead of Yale, who was but a second 
behind Wesleyan. All the crews that were 
placed came in within the same minute, and 
little Hamilton was neck and neck with Bowdoin, 
and but a neck ahead of Union. Princeton lost

Sanatooa, July 14.—At had been thought that 
Columbia, having placed itself at the head of 
American colleges in boating, would be apt to be 
carried away by vain-glory, and the enthusiasm 
which had sustained them, and in no great de- 
gree contzibuted to their success, would die 
away sincs the object had been attained. For- 
tunately it was not so. When the men returned 
to their Alma Mater in the fall, the subject of 
boating was at once resumed with a vigor that 
showed the old fire was glowing as warmly as 
ever. Columbia was not satisfied with one 
victor y, but was just as eager as if her sons had 
nove r attained the first place. Two of the best 
cha mpions of the successful six were, however, 
ev .duates, and the crew, therefore, lost Frank 
P.ees, the stroke, and Cornell, the big man: 
And it so fell out also that of the remainder cir- 
cumstances prevented three from joining the 
boat.

J.T. Goodwin—who had rowed as No. 5. He 
was, with great harmony of feeling, elected 
Oaptain, and he at once went to work to make 
up the crew of 75.

A few days since we made reference to the 
contest in New York between the Short-

the contest is a letter from Mayor WIcKHAM 
to the Short-Hairs, showing them why itis 
impracticable that they sliould be paid an 
exceptional rate of wages or a rate above the 
market value of labor. In his letter he 
indicates that higher wages will come with 
better times; that the present reduction has 
followed the general decline in the market 
value of labor; and that the lower the rate 
of wages paid, the more laborers the city can 
afford to employ. The most vital part of the 
question, however, he states as follows : 

public moneys come out of the pockets of the tax- 
payers; the ultimate and real tax-payers are the tens 
of thousands of members of the great laboring class, 
of which the comparatively few men employed by the 
city upon public works are but a small part; the 
wages of that small part are really paid out of the 
pockets of the rest of the laboring class; and it seems 
plain, therefore, that that small part would, if their 
wages were largely over the market rate, be only a 
gmall privileged class, living, to the extent of the ex- 
cess of their wages, upon the enforced bounty of their 
brethren, in the shape of a free gift from the public 
officials, Under those circumstances, the heads of 
departments asked themselves these questions: If a 
public officer can give away a few dollars of public 
moneys, what limit is there to his powers in that 
direction, and what is to prevent him from giving 
away a million? But would that be anything better 
then stealing, and would an honest and enlightened 
public officer addicted to practices of that kind be 
anything better than a thief? 


PROF. MARSH VS. THE INDIAN RING. 

The lafest assailant of the Indian Ring is 
Prof. Or C. Msn, of Yale College, a 
man who devotes his whole life and fortune 
to scientific research, a quiet, retiring gentle- 
man, who shuns notoriety, who speaks with 
caution, and who has undertaken the task of 
exposing the knaves of the Ring,—a task so 
uncongenial to a man in his position and of 
his temperament,—simply because he feels it 
to be his duty to do so. For a number of years 
he has spent the summer and fall in the 
West, digging for fossils. This pursuit has 


led him into every part of the Indian range. 


He is known to all the tribes. He probably 
has the most extensiye army acquaintance of 
any civilian in the country. His opportuni- 
ties for investigating the Indian question 
have therefore been very great. It is 
needless to tell any one who takes 
an interest in science that Prof. 
Marsn’s discoveries have made him 
famous at homes and in Europe. Yet when 
he first suggested to the Interior Department 
the advisability of investigating the adminis- 
tration of Indian affairs, the only answer 
vouchsafed to this accomplished scientist and 
thoroughly competent observer was a rude 
statement that some charges had béen made 
by a Mr. Manse.” It was an unfortunate 
moment for a Mr. Dezano and a Mr. Surrn 
when they tried to bully the Professor. 
They probably regret their boorishness since 
he wrote his last letter to the President. In 
this, he declined to prepare a statement for 
the Interior Department alone because (1) he 
distrusts the sincerity of Secretary DLAN and 
Commissioner Surrn, inasmuch as they have 
long known about the prevalent ebuses—we 
might call them villainies—and have taken no 
steps to reform them ; (2) in his interviews 
with them, they have aimed, not to find ont 
about the frauds, but to discover how much 
he knew about them, in order to prevent any 
exposure ; and (3) the evidence now in my 
possession reflects unfavorably on both Sec- 
retary DLaxo and Commissioner Smits.”

Fifth—The pork issued to the Indians during my 
visit was fot suitable for human fare. 

Sizth—The flour was very inferior, and evidence of 
fraud in this article is conclusive. 

Seventh—The sugar and coffee issued were not good,

THE COLLEGE REGATTA. 

The result of yesterday’s boat-race at Sara- 
toga was a surprise to everybody, notwith- 
standing the success of the Cornell Fresh- 
men the day before might have given a fair 
indication of the advance Cornell has made 
in muscular training. Yale had been the 
general favorite, and its partisans throughout 
the country have been almost intolerant in 
their confidence of victory. But during the 
last week it has shown unmistakable signs of 
distrust and weakness. First came the re- 
ports of overtraining ; then came changes of 
men; and finally a change of boats. All 
these things may have been inevitable, but 
they were not any the less certain indications 
of a loss of confidence, and, in connection 
with a certain unenviable notoriety which the 
Yale crew have achieved for haggling, they 


were construed by impartial observers to 


mean probable defeat. But it was scarcely 
to be anticipated that the Yale crew would 
be left so far behind as scarcely to warrant 
allotting them a position; and the fact 
that Harvard came in third while 
Yale was fifth will increase the old animosity 
between the two institutions which is 
handed down from one class to another, and 
from one crew to its successor. Fortunately 
it did not bring on any disgraceful and dan- 
gerous “ fouling,” as was the case last year, 
and the race seems to have been in every re- 
spect fair and honorable. 

The fact that Columbia came in second, 
and that the Columbia crew this year is com- 
posed of the same men who rowed last year, 
is evidence that their victory of last year was 
deserved, and at the same time evidence that 
Cornell’s success has been achieved by faith- 
ful work, steady perseverance, and good 
judgment. The time of the race—16:53};— 
confirms this view of the case, since it is in 
advance of the average. ‘The success of Co- 
lumbia one year and of Cornell the next will 
give to New York a decided prestige 
over New England in these intercol- 
legiate contests, and will probably contribute 
more to the rapid advancement of the New 
York colleges than would any demonstration 
of superior intellectual ability or improve- 
ments in the curriculum. There are those 
who will not regret this circumstance, if it 
shall be the means of tearitig down the com- 
placent assumption of superiority which 
seems to be a characteristic of the average 
New England college-man. In other words, 
it will do no harm to take the cenceit out 
of them,” 

There will be a good-natured effort to 
couple the superior muscular development 
with a superior intellectual development. 
We imagine, as a matter of fact, that there is 


‘very little sympathy between the two, and 


that the direct influence of one over the 
other is scarcely appreciable. The college 
regatta has become one of the institutions of 
the land, and must stand by itself; the rele- 
gation of both Harvard and Yale to the rear 
is chiefly valuable as a punishment for the 
unworthy practices of which both have been 
accused, and as a warrant that future regat- 
tas will be free from everything but honora- 
ble emulation. Cornell ig to be credited, 
however, with superior discernment for 
taking up with the paper boat, which was 
discarded some three or four years ago under 
the lead of Yale. This paper boat not only 
won both the Freshman amd the University 
contests, but had done previots service in 
the way of practice; and it thereby demon- 
strated a toughness and durability which had 
always been denied toit. As it was the only 
paper boat in use in the regatta, it is fair to 
assume for it some of the credit for the vic- 
tory, while the Cornell men should receive 
an acknowledgment for the originality and 
boldness which led them to break away from 
the common prejudice. Cornell has the right 
to celebrate, as it is doing heartily, and the 
mourners have the satisfaction of knowing 
that they were beaten fairly by better men.

PROTECTION AND REVENUE. 

The Chicago 7Zimes rarely discusses any 
qusstion of political consequence, except in 
théslang-whang style of bold assertion and 
deguciation.

Pur tariff system does not levy taxes for protec- 
tiog, but for revenue with protection as an iicidental 
resgit,” says a protectionist newspaper, “That is 
what ought to be done,” says a newspaper that pro- 
fenmes to advocate free trade. That is what ought not 
to e done, says the 72mes, and for the simple reason 
tha it cannot be done, The ideas of protection and 
revenue are mutually exclusive. Where protection 
begins revenue ends, and vice versa, It is the ez- 
ciu@on of the taxed foreign article that constitutes 
progection, Sofarasit is not excluded there is no 
protection. So fer as it is excluded there is no rev- 
enue. Of course protection can co-exist with importa- 
tiog to some extent. 80 far as importation is cut off 
these is protection, So far as it goes on there is rev- 
ens without protection. 

it is treating this mildly to say that it is es- 
sentially nonsensical, There can be no duties 
levied upon any imported article of a kind 
als® produced in this country which are not 
pra@tective in gome degree. The article of 
suger-isan example. We import annually 
sugar to the value say of one hundred mill- 
iong of dollars, and we collect an average duty 
of #0 per cent. We produce in this country 
a c@mparatively small amount of sugar. The 
p rtion of the home product is so small 

a duty on sugar is substantidlly and 
praptically a tax for revenue. It amounts to 
neatly one-fourth of the whole customs reve- 
nus of the United States. Nevertheless it is 
als@ protective, because it enables the home 
proflucer to add the 40 per cent tax to the 
pride of his own sugars. Here is then a tax 
tha is protective, and also a tar 
for revenue. In the case of cotton 
magufactures, any tax, whether it 
be or 50 per cent, is protective; and in the 
case of the higher rate the revenue is an inci- 
demt of the tax. This tax, however, can be 
arrange@so as to be wholly protective. A 
tax of 60 per cent would be prohitory as well 
as protective were it not for the avarice of 
thé protected class. They invariably advance 
their prices so close to those at which the im- 
posted goods, with tariff added, can be sold 
for, that the latter are brought in and sold in 
competition. But the tariff on cotton goods 
may be made also a tariff for revenue. That 
rate of tax which does not.discourage impor- 
tation is a tax for revenue, with such proteo- 


tion as is incidental. Thus our present taxg 


on cotton goods is, with the incidence, about 
40 per cent; and is therefore nearly prohib- 
itive ; but if that tax were reduced to 25 
pet cent, it would so largely increase the rev- 
ene that the protection would become 
mé@rely incidental, instead of being the chief 
purpose of the tax.

A representa- 
tive of Tue Tarscve was put in communica- 
tion with Gen. Saerman to ascertain his view 
of the matter, and it was found that he did 
not regard this letter as in any sense an 
official report; and, in confirmation of this 
opinion, he referred toa printed document 
entitled Battles of Pittsburg Landing (Sen. 
Ex. Doc. No. 66: Thirty-seventh Congress, 
Second Session). This volume contains all 
the ddcuments which the Secretary of War 


| (Mir. Stanton) was able to transmit to the 


Senate in answer to a resolution of that body 
calling for them. In a letter transmitting the 
same, the Secretary wrote: In answer to 
the resolution of the Senate calling for the 
copies of all official reports from all officers 
in command relating to the recent battles of 
Pittsburg Landing, I have the honor to 
transmit herewith all the reports (one hun- 
dred and sixteeen in namber) indicated by 
the resolution which have yet been re- 
ceived by this Department.” This docu- 
ment contains Gen. BuxzL's report, and also 
reports from fifty-four of the subordinates in 
the Army of the Cumberland. It also con- 
tains fifty-eight reports from subordinate 
Commanders of the Army of the Tennessee, 
but none from Gen. Grant. This document 
is official, and shows conclusively that the 
Secretary of War had no report from Gen. 
Grant which he regarded as official. This is 
certainly full warrant for the assertion made 
by Gen. Sarnman, and we have still other 
reasons for, believing that it is entirely 
correct. 


An investigation into the causes of the 
Schiller disaster has been held under the aus- 
pices of the British Board of Trade, and the 
Committee has found that the terrible ca- 
lamity was the direct result of a neglect of 
ordinary precautions in approaching shore, 
as pointed out in the standard directions for 
approaching the British Channel, and the 
rules of the Engle line. Both these instruc- 
tions to cOmmanders insist upon the neces- 
sity of freely throwing the lead in thick 
weather, which was not done. The steamer 
had got out of its reckoning, but the casting 
of the lead before the final changing of the 
course would have revealed the error and the 
proximity to danger, and would probably 
have averted the disaster.

FLOATING HOSPITALS. 
SHALL CHICAGO CHILDREN HAVE ONE? 

Dr. W. T. Thoms, of New York, is in the city 
advocating the idea of floating hospitals. He 
will explain the plan and methods in detail ats 
meeting to be held in Dr. J. N. Hyde's office, 
No. 117 South Clark street, this afternoon at 4 
o'clock. Following are some of the Doctor's 
views on the subject as expressed by himself: 

The importance of this system of saving the 
lives of the children is fully recognized by the 
profession. The practical details necessary to 
its accomplishment should inserest all. The 
public are familiar with the great pleasure they 
experience when they have the opportunity of 
taking a sail on the water during the summer. 
Tuis is not only du to the temperature being 
leasened, but to the fact that the air is perfectly 
pure. At 1,000 yards from the shore the air 
will be entirely relieved of its impurities, the 
water having entirely divested itof them. Dur- 
ing the extreme heat of summer the air is drawn 
from the centre of the river towards ite banks, 
thus maintaining the air cool and pure at its 
centre. 

+ The Floating Hospital of New York has been 
in successful operation during the past year. It 
is couducted as follows: A barge having two 
decks receives the invalid children, who are ac- 
companied by their mothers or nurses. They 
are brought on board at 8 o’clock in the morn- 
ing; the barge is then towed by a small tug 
up and down the river, until 6 o’clock in the 
evening, after which the children return 
to their homes until the next day, 
when they are received on board 
again, if they are not entirely cured. No con- 
tazious disease is permitted on board. The 
principal object of this system is to save the 
children who are suffering from summer com- 
plaints—cholera infantum, diarrhea, and dysen- 
tery. Experience during the past summer has 
shown that the pure air of the water has arrest- 
edthe progress of these diseases. The children 
who have been brought on board fretful and 
suffering with pain have been immedi- 
ately relieved. | 
main 0 for many hours. When the 

wake up they rua about the boat, and will 
eat anything they can obtain. Organic diseases, 
and all diseases of debility, are very much im- 
proved by the cool, pure air. Children suffering 
from Potts’ disease and similar affections are 
very much benefited. Their pale, emaciated 
faces soon become suffused with a rosy color, 
their sad, woe-begone look giving place to the 
happy smile of childhood. When we can afford 
such prompt relief to our dear little ones, who 
are unable to express by words their sufferings, 
is it not our duty, as well as our privilege, to do 
so, when God has stored up such rich treasures 
of health, life, and happimess, within our reach ? 

The St. John's Guild Floating Hospital of 
New York has built a barge 215 feet ia 
length by 40 feet in breadh. It he's three decks, 
aod will accommodate 3,000 persens. It has all 
the improvements suggested by the experience 
of last year. The dining-rooms, wash-rooms. 
and water-closets are in the hold of the boat. 
The lower deck is provided wita shutters which 
can be closed if rain or bad weather comes on. 
The upper deck is provided wich side-awnings, 
so that, in case of rain, no water can get admis- 
sion. The children aud mothers, after coming 
on board, are provided with milk, bread, and 
meat, and at 3 Oo clock in the afternoon agaim re- 
ceive the same articles. During the past year 
18,000 persons have received the benefits of this 
system.

To the Bilitor af The Chicago Tribune: 

The question of rapid city transit is one of 
great ahd increasing importance. Tbe solution 
of this problem contains within itself incaleu- 
lable benefit to the people. The horse-car rail- 
ways ale a convenience to a certain extent; but 
they at slow, generally crowded, uncomfortable, 
and imponvenient. Consulting only their own 
selfish ‘interests, these corporations have paid 
but little regard to the reasonable requirements 
of the public. The result is, that thousands of 
our citézens are daily subjected to the alternative 
of stantling amid a sweltering mass of human- 
ity in a filthy car, or of going on foot to their 
several places of business. The latter course is 
préferted by many, notwithstanding the fatigue 


and the loss of time. 

Them can be no doubt that the several horse- 
railway companies have treated the public in a 
manvet which deserves the severest reprehen- 
sion. Whis remark applies more particularly to 
the So@th Side organization. And yet this Com- 
pany id more deeply indebted to the public than 
any other, having been treated with far greater 
liberality than they have thus far merited. The 
truth u as every one knows, that the manage- 
ment has been of the most shameful ¢escrip- 
tion. X miserly economy has prevailed. No 
more Garé are run than are absolutely necessary. 
The p@blic are treated as if they were cattle. 
This is done simply because the public have 
patien#ly submitted. Tuey have submitted to 
wrong and extortion. Every one who rides ina 
car is By law entitled to a seat, and, if no seat is 
provi no pay can be legally collected. The 
collection of pay under such circumstances is 
robbery and extortion. Some persons have at- 
tempted to throw opprobrium upon Mr. Alex- 
ander, who is one of the few of oar citizens who 
has had the courage and consistency to main- 
tain thb rights of the public by refusing to sub- 
mit to fliegal exaction.

The people, however, have rights, which their 
representatives should see are respected and ea- 
forced: When a charter is granted to a corpora- 
tion it should be governed by restrictions se- 
curing the people, from whom alone all authori- 
ty is @erived. When a valuable franchise like 
that granted to the South Side Company on Wa- 
bash @venue is sarrendered, an adequate com- 
pensation or equivalent should be demanded. 
And if such an equivalent is not secured, then it 
is cleat that the people have been cheated and 
that heir representatives, through negligence 
or brifery, have failed to perform their duty.

the murderer. Cook received his pay from the 


Company yesterday, and started off on a spree. 
He drank freely in the saloons on Clark 
street, near Polk, im compavy with 
three other young men, and about 4:30 
o’clock in the afterudon went into the saloon 
kept by Dan Wright, and known as the Uncle 
Sam. at No. 488 on the thoroughfare last above 
mentioned, with his companions, who soon left 
him. The rear and upper portion of the build- 
ing, a two-storg structure, is kept by a woman 
named Molhe Wheeler, as

Wright and his barkeeper were in the saloon 
when Cook came in, and the latter, after drink- 
ing, went back into a parlor or sitting-room ad- 
joming the bar- room, and thence up 
stairs to the dining-room, where the 
woman Wheeler and several: of ber 
female boarders were taking dinver. She im- 
mediately ordered Cook to leave the apartment 
and go into the parior, which request he com- 
plied with after using some rough language. 
The woman followed him into the parlor off the 
saloon, When he began to abuse her for telling 
him to leave the dining-room, and wound up by 
calung her a “d—— b——.” and knocking her 
down. Spencer—or Gallagher, the name by 
which be is better known—happened in with 
one Joseph H. McEwen at this juncture, and. 
on seeing Cock strike the woman, knock- 
ed him down and “<sticked kim in 
the face. Gallagher was also uite 
drunk at the time. The ht 
was continued as soon as Cook reached bis feet, 
and Wright states that he used his best en- 
dea vors to separate them, but without success. 
Cook finally got the best of Gallagher, and 
dealt him some ugly biows after getting him 
down on the floor. When they got up, Gallagher 
stepped back a few feet from his antagonist, 
— drawing a revolver from a rear pocket, 

P FIRED TWO SHOTS | 
directly at Cook. But one of the bullets took 
effect; it entered Cook's abdomen, on 
the left side, and a few inches below 
the navel. Wright then seized the mar- 
derer, and caught hold of the weapon just 
as he was about to fire at Cook a third time, and 
prevented him. The wounded man staggered up 
against the wall. 1 —— his hand: over the 
place where the bali entered. He was taken to 
Dr. Fredighe's drug-store, a few doors from the 
saloon, and there attended by Drs. Beil and 
Jenks, who applied restoratives and ordered his 
immediate removal to the County Hospital, to 
which place he waa taken by Officer Kern Foley. 
The physicians stated that the bowels were 
literaily torn to pieces by the bullet, which was a 
large one, discharged from a powerful weapon, 
at a distance of three or four feet.“ They said it 
was 

IMPOSSIBLE FOR THE MAN TO LIVE 
more than a few hours. He received all the at- 
tention at the Hospital it was possible to give 
him, and at 5:30 o'clock died. He had the 
ceputation of being quiet and indffensive when 
sober, and periodically indulged in sprees, but 
carried no weapons and was not viciously cruel 
even when drunk. He boarded at No. 541 Clara 
street, in a house kept by Joseph Galeno. 
*Gallagber remained about the place for a few 
minutes after the shooting, but skulked away 
just a moment before the arrival of Officer Lon- 
dergan, who first came upon the scene, and zept 
out of sight. Word was sent to Capt. Buckley 
of the affair, and Sergt.

he called on him to throw up his hands, but the 
stubborn fellow would not, and both oflicers ran 
up to him in the expectation of reesiving some 
shots from the pistol which the villain still had. 
They prevented bim from using the weapon, 
bad he been so inclined, by knocking him on the 
bead two or three times with the buts ends of 
their revolvers, and inflicting slight wounds. 
The fellow struggled some, but; finding his 
efforts useless, submitted to his fate, and was 
marched off to the Armory, a large crowd fol- 
lowing. Officer Shanley discovered the revolver 
in Gallagher's pocket on the way to the station, 
and, on exami it, found that two barrels of 
the seven had y been 1 and re- 
loaded. 

When being booked at the station by Officer 
Hayes, Gallagher told Foley !

and he would fix” him for hitting him on the 
bead with his pistol. When placed in a ceil he 
was questioned by a TRIBUNE reporter concern- 
ing the cause of the shooting, and said that 
Cook had knocked him down in the first instance 
for nothing at all, but could not, or would not, 
give any intelligent account of the affair.
